Peres seemed concerned by his tele- 
vision image, seen by many as hesi- 
tant and unconvincing when com- 
pared to the 46-year-old Netanyahu, 
an accomplished on-screen performer. 

Campaigning later in Herzliya, 
another Likud-led town, Peres 
addressed labor supporters at a luxury 
hotel. “Let me assure you, I don’t 
intend to become a male model in 48 
hours,” he said. 

In his long-winded speech, Peres 
picked apart Likud attacks on his 
policies. 

Netanyahu’s problem at the end of 
the campaign is a persistent image of 
divisiveness, exacerbated by his per- 
ceived alliance with the far right 
before the Nov. 4 assassination of 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin by an 
extremist Jew opposed to the peace 
process. 

On Monday, Netanyahu reached out 
to Israeli Arabs, a community Likud 
leaders have offended by suggesting 
peace ideals need not only the back- 
ing of an Israeli majority, but also a 
Jewish majority. 

“The Israeli public consists of Jews 
and non-Jews,” he told voters in the 
Galilee village of Shefaram. “I intend 
to represent all of them and give them 
all equal opportunities.”

MOSCOW — In his boldest re-elec- 
tion gamble yet, President Boris 
Yeltsin proclaimed victory Tuesday in 
the 17-month-old war with Chechen 
rebels on a surprise visit to the heart 
of the breakaway republic. 

A day after agreeing to a cease-fire 
with the rebel leader, Yeltsin flew to 
Chechnya and switched roles from 
peacemaker to conqueror in a tri- 
umphant address to Russian troops in 
the separatists’ shattered capital. 

“The war is over and you have 
won,” he told soldiers at the airport in 
Grozny, the official ITAR-Tass news 
agency reported. He thanked them for 
putting an end to the “good-for-noth- 
ing (Dzhokhar) Dudayev regime.” 

With the presidential election 19 
days away, the four-hour trip was cal- 
culated to win voters’-support. But it 
risks backfiring if rebel fighters, 
angered by Yeltsin’s claim of victory, 
try to embarrass the president by 
refusing to put down their guns. 

Any Russian military breaches of 
the cease-fire will be blamed on 
Yeltsin and are sure to be exploited by 
his main challenger, Communist 
leader Gennady Zyuganov. 

Rebel leader Zelimkhan 
Yandarbiyev, who took over after 
Dudayev was killed last month and 
signed the cease-fire Monday in the 
Kremlin, apparently was caught off 
guard by Yeltsin’s trip. He flew home

News of the agreement gave a boost 
to the Russian stock market. 

The widely watched Moscow Times 
Index gained 3.2 percent Tuesday; 
analysts said that was mostly due to 
the Chechnya pact. 

The agreement also may boost 
Yeltsin’s credibility. When he first 


announced his intention to travel to_ 


Chechnya, many Russians dismissed 
it as an empty campaign promise. But 
now he has fulfilled it. 


He acknowledged in Grozny that 
“mistakes and serious miscalcula- 
tions” were made in dealing with the 
separatist republic. 

Yeltsin sent in troops in December 
1994 to halt its drive for indepen- 
dence. 

“All of Chechnya, all of Russia 
wants the Chechen knot to be untied 
as soon as possible so the long-await- 
ed peace can prevail here. The 
Chechen crisis is Russia’s sharpest 
pain,” he said. 

But he made no apologies for a war 
that has killed more than 30,000 peo- 
ple, most of them civilians.

Placement Services teaches grads how to get jobs

NEED JOB, NO JOKE. BYU grad- 
uate. Willing to relocate. Wage 
preferably above minimum, or besi 
offer. Qualified and desperate. 

The possibility of placing an ad like 
this is no laughing matter for many 
BYU graduates and strikes fear in the 
hearts of many BYU seniors. 
Realizing they have less than a year 
left of school, BYU seniors must pre- 
pare themselves to face the world and 
find a “real” job. 

According to a study done by Brian 
Krueger, author of “College Grad Job 
Hunter,” 22 percent of the 2 million 
U.S. college graduates who receive 
their diplomas in May will find them- 
selves unemployed. 

So, with what hope does this leave 
BYU graduates? 

The senior year may begin with lit- 
tle anticipation of what must occur 
within the next 12 months, but Career 
Placement Services tries to involve 
seniors early on in the quest for a job. 

“We try to help them search for jobs 
before graduation and to help them be 
effective individuals on their own in 
search of a job,” said Wayne Hansen 
of Career Placement Services. 

“This is a supplement program to 
help students to help themselves,” he 
said. “About two-thirds of the gradu- 
ating seniors use the Career 
Placement Services, but the students

have to take an active role and regis- 
ter with Career Placement.” 

Students are exposed to employers 
to help them make the connections 
that they may need for future employ- 
ment. Many students have interviews 
with possible employers at the univer- 
sity, especially those in the science, 
engineering and education fields, 
Hansen said. 

Some employers take the option of 
not coming to the university to find 
potential employees. They give job 
listings to the university to post, 


Hansen said. 

“We teach the students how to 
approach the job market. There are 
workshops to show students how to 
write resumes, prepare for interviews 
and letter writing,” Hansen said. 
“Supplementary materials such as 
handbooks, pamphlets and company 
information also are available for stu- 
dents.” 

Not all majors find jobs with the 
same simplicity. There is no shortage 
of the demand for computer science 
majors. Graduates in humanities and

the liberal arts aren’t necessarily the 
most sought-after majors, but they 
have a lot to offer, Hansen said. 

“Most people that work hard at find- 
ing a job can get one if they prepare 
and use the supplementary material 
that is provided,” he said.

Creating a resume, getting names, 
reading up on literature, getting to 
know faculty and networking were 
among suggestions Hansen had for 
future graduates. 
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Navy Times regrets letter attacking Boorda 


WASHINGTON — A Navy officer whose unsigned letter attacking Adm. 
Jeremy M. “Mike” Boorda was published in the Navy Times three days before 
Boorda’s suicide has come forward and apologized. 

“T am sorry for Admiral Boorda’s family and for the sailors he loved,” Cmdr. 
John E. Carey wrote in a letter to the editor that the Navy Times published 
Monday. 

“Tam sorry I wrote to Navy Times at a time when Admiral Boorda must have 
had many troubles on his mind,” Carey wrote of the earlier letter. 

In an editorial in this week’s edition, Navy Times said it regretted having 
published the attack on Boorda but defended its policy of agreeing to withhold 
identities of letter writers. “In the military, no matter what anybody says, 
speaking out - even speaking the plain, honest truth or a simple opinion - can 
sometimes have serious repercussions for the speaker.” 

“What drove the chief of naval operations to take his own life was not merely 
an anonymous cheap shot published on the letters page of Navy Times,’ the 
editorial said. “It was, more likely, the totality of cheap shots he saw and felt 
from his vantage point atop a great, if troubled, Navy.” 


Quello says yes to children’s programming 


WASHINGTON — In an abrupt reversal, Federal Communications 
Commissioner James Quello threw his support Tuesday behind the idea of set- 
ting a standard amount of children’s educational programs that television sta- 
tions should air each week. 

Quello’s opposition to quantitative standards has stymied FCC chairman 
Reed Hundt’s efforts to have the commission require stations to air three hours 
of such programming weekly. Quello, still opposed to government involve- 
ment, is pushing his own plan that essentially would keep the FCC out of the 
equation. 

In Quello’s plan, the quantitative standard would be based either on an indus- 
try-wide average or a station’s commitment to air a specified amount of pro- 
gramming. In a separate development, 103 House lawmakers have now signed 
a letter urging FCC adoption of a three-hour programming rule, House aides 
and communications attorneys said Tuesday. 


Hindu prime minister resigns after 13 days 


NEW DELHI, India — The prime minister of India’s first Hindu nationalist 
government resigned today, and the head of a coalition of socialist and lower- 
caste parties was invited to form India’s second government in two weeks. 

It will be the first time that India’s traditionally powerless groups have a 
majcr role in running the country. H.D. Deve Gowda, the leader of the 13- 
group United Front, was tapped to be the next prime minister. He will be sworn 
in Saturday and will then have 11 days to prove his majority in the lower house 
of Parliament. 

The top vote-getter in the month-long parliamentary elections was the Hindu 
nationalist Bharatiya Janata Party, and 13 days ago, its leader, Atal Bihari 
Vajpayee, was appointed prime minister. 

Tuesday, hours before the party was expected to lose a no-confidence motion 
in parliament, Vajpayee resigned, bringing down the shortest-lived government 
in the history of independent India.

Redeeming the waste places of Zion 
includes perfecting the physical envi- 
ronment and cultural surroundings, 
Edward A. Geary said at the Forum 
Tuesday. 

Geary, an associate dean in the 
College of Humanities, spoke about 
how Utah, through its brief history, 
has become a physical and cultural 
sanctuary. 

Because of the efforts of individuals 
who visualized the future of the Utah 
society, the physical and cultural 
aspects of Utah reflect the realization 
of a long-awaited dream, Geary said. 

Drawing from ancient prophecies 
recorded in Isaiah, Geary showed how 
Utah has become the desert that shall 
“blossom as the rose” (Isaiah 35:1). 

He pointed out how direct correla- 
tion can be drawn between the 
redemption of the saints and redemp- 
tion of the earth itself. 

As individuals work to perfect 
themselves, they should also work to 
perfect the surrounding environment, 
Geary said. 

Geary used doctrinal research from 
addresses given by President Brigham 
Young to show how early saints in the 
Utah Valley visualized the concept of 
redeeming the waste places of Zion. 

“The work must progress; this earth 
must become a paradise,” Geary said, 
quoting Brigham Young. 
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Cultivating the earth and cultivating 
the mind is essential “that angels may 
delight to come and visit your beauti- 
ful locations.” 

With this vision of physical perfec- 
tion in mind, early saints built towns 
and cities to fulfill the potential of the 
waste land of Utah, Geary said. 

Quoting Orson Hyde, Geary said the 
good life “consists not in abundance 
of possessions or jurisdiction over 
much, but it consists in a little, well- 
cared for.”

The vision of the early saints must 
now be continued to perfect Utah and 
its people. 

The task is still to redeem the waste 
places of Zion, he said. 

However, now instead of making 
physical changes to the land, “our 
own hearts and minds are most in 
need of redemption,” he said.

Dr. Alan Frank Keele 


BYU Professor of Germanic and Slavic Languages 


Professor Alan Frank Keele earned a BA 
in German and history from BYU in 1967 
and a PhD in German language and 
literature from Princeton in 1971. He has 
chaired BYU’s Department of Germanic 
and Slavic Languages and has been an 
associate dean of Honors and General 
Education. He has published books and 
articles in Germany and the U.S. on post- 
war German authors and on topics ranging 
from the Mormon resistance movement in 
the Third Reich to the historical connection 
between sports, games, and war, to the 


history of technology, the ethics of abortion,

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Xegulating TV programming 
may provide quality kids shows 


Following the ‘90s trend toward family values, national television stations now 
face the possibility of mandatory child-friendly television. 

After FCC commissioner James Quello’s change of heart Tuesday, the FCC is 
now moving toward a proposed regulation requiring television stations to broadcast 
a minimum amount of children’s educational programs every week. 

In other words, Barney might be moving from Sesame Street to Melrose Place. 

Finally, the deadlocked debate on quantitative standards has an end in sight. 
Finally, parents of young children may find peace of mind in letting their children 
watch network television. And finally, the FCC is taking the offense by emphasiz- 
ing the importance of children and family-oriented television. 

‘At the same time, a majority of House lawmakers have signed a letter urging the 
FCC to adopt their three-hour programming rule, specifically requiring TV stations 
to ait a minimum of three hours of children’s educational programming each week. 
Three hours is not much, but it is a start. What is more significant is the statement 
that both the FCC and House lawmakers are making by supporting this action. 
They have answered the continual question of how much government regulation 
people need — at least three hours. 

It is a sad fact, proven in our own recent history, that unregulated television will 
continually cater to the lowest common denominator. Television producers can 
scream censorship as loud as they like, but the fact is, they have had their chance. 
And they have failed. Now the government must step in and force them to provide 
some quality, child-friendly television programs for the benefit of society as a 
whole. There is no contest that broadcast media has played a role in the deteriorat- 
ing family values in society. Fortunately for children, public broadcasting networks 
have been able to fill the gap in family television left by network TV. 

It will be interesting now to see how local television stations will react to the new 
regulation, if it is successfully implemented. Will they take advantage of the 
chance to produce or purchase quality children’s educational programming, or will 
they sidestep the intent of the law and fill the time with slick, syndicated pro- 
grams? As a local community concerned with what is being spoon-fed by the 
media to our children, we cannot ignore the implications of this regulation, or the 
loss of a small battle if it fails to pass Congress. 

Democracy is the ideal. However, when public airways are controlled by certain 
individuals, regulation is inevitable. Without a moral conscience geared toward 
society’s best interest, people can destroy themselves with this kind of freedom. 
The, proposed three-hour plan is not a perfect solution, but at least it is a visible 
recognition of the importance of children and family values, even on TV.

Clinton will not use 
his position to avoid | 
sexual harassment suit

WASHINGTON — Trying to halt 
attacks, President 
Clinton’s lawyer told the Supreme 
Court today the president is not rely- 
ing on his status as commander in 
chief of the armed forces to fend off a 
sexual harassment suit. 

As attorney Robert Bennett filed his 
latest set of court papers in the case, 
the Republican Party said it was con- 
sidering halting an ad campaign 
focusing on Paula Jones’ suit against 
Clinton. 

In one paragraph of a 21-page brief 
filed earlier this month, Bennett sug- 
gested that the president as comman- 
der in chief is covered by the Soldiers 
and Sailors Relief Act of 1940. 

That prompted a Republican ad ridi- 
culing Clinton, who avoided the draft 
during the Vietnam War. 

Bennett said he had used the refer- 
ence in the court brief only as an 
example and was not relying on it to 
argue that the suit should be delayed 
until Clinton leaves office. 

“T’ve clarified our position,’ Bennett 
said today in regard to the latest court 
filing. He said the Republicans had 
engaged in “a grotesque and disgrace- 
ful distortion” of the truth. 

Jones alleges that Clinton proposi- 
tioned her in a Little Rock hotel suite 
in 1991 when he was governor. 
Clinton has denied the allegations.

Holiday weekend accident leaves

One of several accidents over 
Memorial Day weekend left a nine- 
year-old West Valley resident dead.

“However, he didn’t have time to 
brake.” 

According to Petersen, Billingsley 

was hol wearing a safety helmet. 
_ The accident was one of many that 
occurred over Memorial Day week- 
end, said Lt. A. B. Webb of the Utah 
County Highway Patrol. 


“Traffic was very heavy. We did 
experience a lot of accidents over the 
weekend, Webb said. 

Utah County's most serious acci- 
dent occurred in Spanish Fork 
Canyon. 

Kelli Ruggie, 28, was involved in a 
head-on collision in the canyon 
Saturday morning and is in critical, 
but stable, condition at the 
University of Utah Medical Center. 

Ruggie was driving from Oregon to 
Florida when her Ford Escort collid- 
ed with Spanish Fork resident 
Melanie Davis's Ford van, said 
Trooper Doug Miller of the Utah 
County Highway Patrol. _ 

The rain and slippery roads caused 
Davis, 41, to lose control of her 
vehicle, Miller said.
